2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  per 
piece  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue  except  when  numbered  catalogue  descriptions  comprise 
more  than  one  piece,  in  which  latter  case  bids  are  to  be  per  piece  unless  the  description 
contains  the  notation  "Lot".

FOREWORD 


THE  present  catalogue  epitomizes  the  fine  art  oi  the  eighteenth 
century  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East.  That  famous  century,  al- 
though more  deficient  in  virtue  and  liberty  than  Addison  supposed 
— and  he  regarded  these  qualities  as  the  fountain-heads  oi  art — w  as  never- 
theless a  period  of  artistic  luxury  unsurpassed  in  the  history  oi  design. 
French  furniture,  English  silver,  and  Chinese  porcelains  alike  reflect  the  in- 
crease of  wealth  brought  about  by  colonialism  and  the  expansion  oi  mari- 
time trade,  with  cultured  aristocracies  in  the  seats  ol  economic  and  artistic 
rivalry. 

The  French  furniture  ol  the  Shattuck  collection  is  notable  lor  the  un- 
usual number  ol  signed  pieces  by  the  Parisian  maitres  ebenistes.  These 
range  from  the  simple  and  elegant  Louis  XVI  side  chairs  by  Leclerc  to  the 
richly  carved  and  parcel-gilded  fauteuils  signed  by  J.  B.  Gourdin  and  cov- 
ered in  Aubusson  tapestry  ol  the  period;  the  former  conjuring  up  the  com- 
fortable bourgeois  interiors  of  Chardin,  the  latter,  the  luxurious  court  paint- 
ings oi  Boucher  and  Fragonard.    This  dichotomy,  if  carried  further,  shows 
in  consistent  fashion  the  versatility  oi  the  French  cabinetmakers,  who 
catered  with  equal  faithfulness  to  the  purses  of  the  boutiquier  and  the  prince 
of  the  blood.  Notice  for  example  the  plain  little  table  a  rognon  by  Saunier. 
the  simple   transitional    Louis   XVI-Directoire   library  table   signed  by 
Ferdinand  Bury,  and  the  pair  of  Louis  XVI  fauteuils  by  Claude  Sene  pere; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  the  profusion  oi  meubles  de  luxe  like  the  beautiful 
bonheur  dit  jour  from  the  Duveen  collection,  the  two  semicircular  com- 
modes by  Courtois  and   Lignereux,   and  the  charming  little  harewood 
marque terie  writing  table  by  Charles  Topino,  the  harassed  debtor  of  the 
rue  du  Faubourg  Saint-Antoine.   The  repertory  of  the  individual  master 
was  unfettered  by  a  price-range  system.  And  if  this  be  so,  the  only  con- 
clusion possible  is  that  guild-tradition  was  strong  enough  in  eighteenth 
century  France  to  impose  upon  the  craftsman  an  unswerving  fidelity  to  his 
art,  whether  the  reward  were  large  or  small. 

If  this  is  true  of  the  French  ebenhte,  it  is  equally  true  of  the  English 
silversmith,  ruled  by  that  most  rigid  oi  all  regulatory  bodies,  the  Livery 
Company  whose  name  is  still  synonymous  with  honesty  and  fair  dealing. 
Among  the  earlier  pieces  of  silver  in  the  collection  are  a  James  II  lazza 
of  1688,  quaintly  and  elaborately  engraved  w  ith  a  conversation  piece  sur- 


rounded  by  floral  ornament;  a  Queen  Anne  armorial  tazza  by  the  notable 
silversmith  John  Eckfourd;  a  beautiful  Queen  Anne  hot  water  kettle  on 
stand  by  Win.  Lukin,  1710,  small  and  cosy  in  its  proportions;  a  rare  set 
of  four  George  I  trencher  salts  by  Thos.  Folkingham;  and  a  plain  silver 
creamer  by  the  famous  Paul  Lamerie,  all  of  simple  pattern.  The  flatware 
of  this  period — pistol-handled  knives,  three-pronged  forks,  rat-tail  spoons, 
and  the  other  plain  unpretentious  types  which  were  obsolescent  by  1750 — 
is  also  exccptionallv  well  represented.  The  design  of  English  silver  under- 
went a  profound  change  with  the  advent  of  the  rococo  influence  in  the  reign 
of  George  II,  and  emphasis  was  transferred  from  line  to  ornament,  re- 
viving in  a  sense  the  traditions  of  the  High  Renaissance;  and  it  was  not 
until  the  last  quarter  of  the  century  that  a  reaction  occurred  in  turn  against 
this  school  of  design.  But  in  the  plain  silver  which  predominates  in  the 
Shattuck  collection,  no  artifice  could  possibly  disguise  improprieties  of 
craftsmanship,  and  to  the  credit  of  the  liverymen  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Com- 
pany, they  are  impossible  to  discern. 

Chinese  decorated  porcelain  is  usually  considered  to  have  reached  its 
apogee  under  the  later  Mings;  but  this  can  surely  apply  only  to  abstract 
design,  and  not  to  the  magnificent  technical  achievements  of  the  K'ang-hsi 
famille  vertc  and  blue  and  white  porcelains,  and  the  best  famille  rose  of  the 
reign  of  Ch'ien-lung.  It  would  be  unprofitable,  perhaps,  to  analyze  in  detail 
the  nature  of  the  aesthetic  achievement  in  the  later  Chinese  ceramics;  but 
no  observer  can  fail  to  notice  the  artist's  unfailing  sense  of  delight  in  the 
technique  which  made  possible  for  him  the  luxuriant  vocabulary  of  his  mo- 
tives, whether  drawn  from  flowers  and  animals,  mythological  beings,  or  the 
unpretentious  implements  of  daily  life.  The  virtuosity  of  such  pieces  as  the 
blue  and  white  'hawthorn'  bottle  from  the  Morgan  collection,  the  tiny 
three-color  libation  cup  and  the  Kuan  Yin  statuette,  or  the  sumptuous  group 
of  famille  rose  temple  vases  of  heroic  size,  springs  from  a  perfect  under- 
standing of  decorative  design  in  terms  of  the  medium  on  which  it  is  applied 
— that  kaolin  or  china  clay  from  which  has  sprung  the  most  sophisticated  of 
all  the  applied  arts.
